Bul just at tills season of the year, when 
young hand* are* eagerly busied with Christ­ 
mas givens und decorative devices for the 
churches and chapels of Christendom, when 
academies aud high ?tb#ols through all tho 
grade* of their class-rooms arc getting be- 
I decked, and tho multitudinous signs of great 
festivity appear in ail the shop windows, it 
I does seem too bud that farmers' children und 
I young people, aud fumier# wives, aud their 
husbands too—should lie not only counted out 
so generally from the pleasant stir, but should 
themselves devise in their own homes so little 
real compensation.

of the wards of the Park Hospital Is Francis 
Lefty, a truckman, who had a compound frac­ 
ture of both thighs. 
No parallel case of dual 
fracture, It is said, Is on medical record; aud 
as the most unpromising, the doctor selected 
It for a practical test. 
After ether had been 
given lo the patient, Dr. Fluhrer bent over 
the sol* of each foot a broad zinc strip lo the

C h r istm a s A m o n g F a r m e r s. 
The ordinary isolation oí farmers’ homes 
in this country ruakc3 every arrangement oí a 
social character bristle with at least a few 
real difficulties. 
The threatening storm, or 
Its actual descent,—be it blinding suow or 
deluging rant—the suddeu freeze or thaw, the 
moonless and beclouded nights, all circum­ 
stances that need not necessarily prevent the 
social entertainments and neighborly gather­ 
ings of the town, do really cheat fanners’ 
families of thousands of expected good times. 
The multitudes of bright boys and girls thus 
uufortunately caged by the infelicities of the 
weather and season are not to be Warned alto­ 
gether for desiring the social life of the vil­ 
lage or city, where “ it is no matter if it does 
storm" when lecture, concert or party-even­ 
ing comes round. 
But just at tills season of the year, whc-n 
young hands are eagerly busied with Christ­ 
mas greens and decorative devices for the 
churches and chapels of Christendom, when 
academies and high schools through all the 
grades of their class-rooms are getting be­ 
decked, and the multitudinous signs of great 
festivity appear in all the shop windows, it 
does seem too bad that farmers' children and 
young people, aud farmers wives, aud their 
husbands too—should be not only counted out 
so generally from the pleasant stir, but should 
themselves devise in their own homes so little 
real compensation. 
Of course it is admitted 
that the Christmas customs alluded to, the ar­ 
rangement and decoration of Christmas trees, 
and all the way s more or less religious by 
which Christmas is now so widely kept, uutil 
within the last thirty years or so made slow 
progress ; but having outgrown, or at any 
rateli aviog liberalized even the New England 
Puritan sentiment towards such and similar 
observances as England bequeathed us, it is 
surprising that high and low, rich and poor 
together, in this country, after the pattern of 
English and German homes, now so cheer­ 
fully enter into the surprises and delights 
along with the charities and worship of the 
day. 
Already some farmers’ families, many .of 
ihern as well read and well bred and every 
wfay naturally as appreciative as their town 
cousins, begin to utilize their own resources 
for Christmas trees and gatherings. There 
can be really no more difficulty in procuring 
and setting up and “ fruiting” such a treeina 
farmer's parlor than in that of the minister, 
merchant, doctor, 
lawyer, 
“ beggar-man, 
thief,” iu the nearest village. For love, or a 
little money, oftcnar for the asking aud the 
small trouble of cutting aud conveying home, 
—where there are living evergreens growing 
upon the home farm in question,—a suitable 
young tree may be secured. 
As to fastening 
it in a tub ballasted with stones, coal, earth 
or what not, or nailing it to a foot-frame or 
some such affair, .only common ingenuity is 
necessary. So of the evergreen wreaths and 
bougli3 entwining pictures, or more carefully 
artistically formed into mottoes and graceful 
designs, fanners’ wives and daughters can af­ 
ford sufficient time to express and cultivate 
their individual tastes this way, learning new 
“ best ways” year by year, just as town peo­ 
ple do. And hero may come in an element 
of co-operation of a very enjoyable sort. Let 
families unite in Christmas celebration, even 
when they are not relatives, as the Jews used 
to in providing and consuming the paschal 
lamb, “ when one family was not enough.” 
Let them also lake turns in having the tree, 
the dinner, Ac. 
This way has been success­ 
fully tested, so that like the recipes for happi­ 
ness and cookery, it is here confidently rec­ 
ommended. 
Now after many years of experience, it has 
never been our lot to find the man, woman or 
child, in city or couutiy, that was not pleased 
with a suitable Christinas gift. 
Fortunately 
diamond ear-rings and gold-snufl boxes and 
the rewards of oftleial pickings and stealings 
are seldom bung on Christmas boughs. 
But ■ 
as long as the old grandfather cau whittle, or 
grandmother can kuit, or mother bake or sew, 
or sisters can crochet, embroider or do what 
their elders do still better w ith the additional 
outlay of a few' dollars or more, according to 
taste and ability, no child in any of our com­ 
fortable country homes need feel “ lonely,” or 
find himself left out by this part of merry 
Christmas. 
If there is a strauger, relative or 
not, a teacher of your country schools it may 
be, who can be invited in to the cheer and 
surprise and good time, it will give a noble 
piquancy to the occasion. 
Lighted by penny tapers, tallow candies or 
concealed lamps, instead of gas, there is every 
reason looking towards the cultivation of 
cheerful home country life iu our contriving in 
some way to make the Christmas tree illumin­ 
ation an annua! siga of wider spread home 
content, as well a3 of special festivity, when 
the low sun and short, dreary days of the 
northern winter are fairly upon us. 


Z i u c B a n d a g e s i u S u r g e r y . 
An interesting and important experiment 
lu surgery was performed at the Park Hospit­ 
al, a few days ago, in the presence of a num­ 
ber of distinguished surgeons, by Dr. Flulirer, 
inventor of a new bandage for fractured 
limbs. 
The contrivance consists of a number 
of perforated zinc strips, which, when once 
arranged, form an absolutely inflexible band­ 
age, not to bo disarranged by any violence or 
uneasiness of the patieDt. 
As soon as these 
cover the poiut of fracture, the limb is firmly 
set and the natural outline restored. 
In one 
of the wards of the Park Hospital is Francis 
Lefry, a truckman, who had a compound frac­ 
ture of both thighs. 
No parallel case of dual 
fracture, It Is said, Is on medical record; and 
as the most unpromising, the doctor selected 
It for a practical test. 
After ether had been 
given to the patient, Dr. Fluhrer bent over 
the sole of each foot a broad zinc strip in the 


form of a loop, the extremities of which were 
securely wrapped with cloth bandages previ- i 
onsly steeped in plaster of Paris, which were ; 
prevented from slipping by the tooth-like pro­ 
jections of the reverse side of ¡he punctnred 
zinc. 
The terrible fraeture H both thighs, 
when the limbs were stripped for this purpose, 
could be plainly perceived. To the Ioop3 were 
fastened stout cords, which passed o ver the 
grooves of pulleys affixed to the adjacent wall, 
and were drawn taut by Warden Brennan.— 
Dr. Fluhrer next mummified the limbs with a 
multiplicity of bandages, over which he laid 
his zinc strips, and covered them with a sec­ 
ond stratum of bandage. 
Immediately the 
lumpiness about the region of injury disap­ 
peared, and the doctor expects that, in six 
weeks, the bandage will bo removed, and in 
two more Lefry will use his legs.

It la gratifying to learn that the repeal of 
the bankrupt law will be Immediate. 
Public 
opinion is almost unanimous that it bas not 
only failed lo eflect the object for which it was 
paned, bol bas wasted the estates of bank­ 
rupts, while it has done creditors bat little 
good, the only classes benefitted being the 
lawyers. 
They get fat fees, but It takes th# 
very marrow of estates to feed them. 
The 
quicker the present abortion passes od the 
statute-book the better, but a good bankrupt 
law would be welcome. 


General Hawley’s opiulon of war In the ab­ 
stract is worth recalling to the general reader. 
He was too good a soldier and his bravery too 
distinctly re ig n ite d to render bim liable to 
the least suspicion of cowardice, and when he 
tells us of the enormity and horror of war and 
bls own reluctance to let the country enter 
upon it, we may be quite sure it is a calm 
Judgment founded upon a thoughtful experi­ 
ence. 
It quite easy for Hepworth or Talmage 
or Cox to burl a challenge across to Spain in 
a bombshell, but a soldier like Hawley, who 
won his spurs on many a well-fought field, 
finds it a bard task. 


Yesterday was certainly a fragment broken 
from the Summer of St. Martin. 
The sun 
shed down a genial warmth upon our shiver­ 
ing shoulders, and the snow-banks “ broke" 
just as naturally as though they too bad been 
somehow 
“ secured by pledge of 
public 
stocks.” The broad aud ever-beautiful Hud­ 
son shimmered in the light, free from ice and 
all floating frost-work, aa in mild September. 
Children who had been housed for weeks by 
the cold and rain ran out of doors to play as 
though they believed in the short-lived decep­ 
tion. 
But the weather-wise old fellows who 
never enjoy a fine day if they can help It 
scowled and said we should have a “ spell of 
weather soon.” 
And more than likely they 
are right; the world is sure to go wroog, the 
wind ie sure to blow cold, somebody Is sure to 
get hurt or to die, tho baby is certaiu to catch 
the measles, and winter and dreariness arc in 
the common lot. 
So Gradgrind and his set 
are generally true prophets. 
But who loves 
them any the better for it? 


We don't hear very often from any of the 
Cabinet except Secretaries Fish, Belknap, 
Cresswell and Richardson, and of the latter 
we could hear less without being plunged into 
hopeless melancholy. But of the others almost 
everybody, except perhaps the editors and 
compilers of cyclopaedias, are profoundly igno­ 
rant, so much so that we doubt if a dozen men 
in this city could tell the names of them all if 
they had to go without their dinner for missing 
the lesson. 
And yet there is work for these 
gentlemen, pressing work too. 
Let the Presi­ 
dent drop Into the cobwebbed office of the 
Secretary of tho Interior, and gently rousing 
him set him to following the example of the 
British Minister for Home Affair*. 
This gen­ 
tleman reads the newspapers, and finding a 
great many railroad accidents recorded in 
them he writes to their managers th it in his 
opinion many, if not most, of them are un­ 
necessary and some of them the result of crim­ 
inal negligence. 
Could not our Secretary 
■pend a little of his leisure time in Dias awak­ 
ening the railroad men to a sense of their own 
carelessness and culpability? 
Railroad travel 
has come to be more and more a necessity of 
our life, but how much a matter of chance it is 
getting to be whether we reach the end of our 
journey alive or n o t! 


A S e m i blo < oui iii ille r . 
A Washington dispatch informs us that the 
Committee on Ways anil Mealie are opposed 
to increasing the rcvemio as asked by Secre­ 
tary Richardson 
Forty-two millions is a very 
considerable sum, aud oue can well pardon a 
committeeman with responsibility, or even a 
ffimple congressman, from hesitating to levy 
the tax necessary to answer the Secretary's 
requisition. 
lustcad of favoring a tax it is 
•aid the Committee pro|*ose the most rigid 
economy in every direction of governmental 
expenditure. 
Tiiut is good. 
There is no 
reason why because 1873 has fallen behind 
that 1874 should do likewise, aud a proper re­ 
vision of the outgoes will do as much and per­ 
haps more for making both ends meet as 
straining to swell the income. 
But we must confess that our faith in ibis 
Congress meeting th e.demand of the Commit­ 
tee in its full spirit is not of the strongest.— 
When Tom Scott confidently asserts he has 111 
congressmen already committed to his grand 
scheme of inflation, winch after all is only fun­ 
damental to a grand series of raids upon the 
treasury in oue shape or another, wo may be 
permitted the opinion that the chances are 
decidedly against economy. 
It is gratifying 
to learn that the Committee has a sufficient 
sense of the situation to recommend retrench­ 
ment,(but we fear after all that the alternative 
OI a refusal to more heavily tax is a bankrupt 
treasury. 


T h e D e a th o f A g n a iz . 
Many hours before these words shall meet 
the eyes of our readers the demise of tho em­ 
inent naturalist will be known and lamented 
throughout the area of civilization. 
We shall 
uot be accused of falling carelessly Into the 
accustomed eulogistic vein in which it is the 
fashion to speak of remarkable men, as one 
by one they leave the shores of time, when we 
say that the world loses in him a rare combi­ 
nation of two excellent thing*; namely, a 
great scientist and a good man. 
Perhaps it 
is too carty yet to determine bis precise place 
among naturalists; but even if it were not, 
our hearts are too completely saddened at his 
leaving us to care much for professional com­ 
parisons aud contrasts. 
There can be no 
qiestlon that, although as a student and dis­ 
coverer he may uot stand upon a height abso­ 
lutely alone, the companions of bis exaltation 
are few indeed. 
We have no time in this hur­ 
ried article property to mention those special­ 
ties in the investigation and development of 
which he won particular aud enduring distin­ 
ction. 
If, however, there is one department of 
Prof. Agassiz's varied labors which, more than 
the others, depended for Us very existence 
upon his researches, it is the youug science 
of fossil ichthyology. With the keenest of ey es 
for the connections and sequences of anatom­ 
ical structure he picked up the few bleached 
bones which remained, scattered here nod 
there, 
of 
extinct 
genera 
and 
sjwcies 
of 
fish, 
and 
gave 
us 
with 
ready 
pencil the outline of what the creatures 
must have been hundreds and perhaps thou­ 
sands of years before. 
Agassiz was a acieu- 
tlfic prophet or the p ast; he sjmke of what was 
over, and what might have been, with the 
assurance or one whose educated fancy bad 
been admitted to the Creator's secret halls and 
beheld the infinite workman at his task. 
A 
man so original and so thorough must, of 
course, meet opposition barbed with jealous 
dislike. 
For instance, when be began to un­ 
fold bls glacial theory and to assert that in 
the geologic eras vast ice-sbeets overspread 
all the continents of the earth, and that they 
left their abiding signature on the rocks of the 
tropics as well as those of Greenland, men of 
science declared Agassiz to be mad with mis­ 
directed erudition. 
He worked away quietly 
and bore contumely .bravely like tho good 
eplrit he was. 
As years went by aud proof 
after proof of the correctness of his fundamen­ 
tal presumption came forward, his professional 
enemies wavered and finally conceded the 
point; and thus the derided hypothesis of 
nearly forty years ago is the accepted solu­ 
tion to-day of the phenomena to which it re­ 
lates, 
As a student of nature Agassiz receiv­ 
ed tbs thankful and complimentary recogni­ 
tion of the learned men and societies or all na­ 
tions. 
Honors were showered upon him from 
tbs solid scientific institutions of all lands; 


and had be chosen to parade bis decorations 
on the lappels of his coat he might bare glit­ 
tered like the Persian Shah. 
But the very re­ 
verse of this was his essential nature. 
No 
man more intensely disliked show and all 
sorts 
of profitless 
talk. 
While he 
was 
heartily social, 
ho 
never desired 
to bo 
conspicuous. 
Ile 
would 
“beam ” 
upon 
a company 
with 
his 
pleasant, 
friendly 
smile, but would protest with perfect honesty 
and emphasis against being betrayed into a 
speech. 
Agassiz was a man of one work— 
natural science; and of one book—external 
nature. 
The Mend of Cuvier and Humboldt, 
like them he despised mere “ authorities,” and 
declined to pin his faith to text-books. 
Of his 
relation to the great controversy concerning 
the descent of man, and of his argument ver­ 
sus Darwin, we cannot now speak. 
Every­ 
thing In that great debate awaits the decision 
of new facts and further thought. 
Suffice it 
that Agassiz was as profoundly reverent as he 
was fearless of a right deduction. 
He had 
faith in the congruity of the Worker and the 
Word. 
No other man has done as much to Inspire 
young America with a tendeucj towards sci­ 
entific aims and methods as he whose manly 
face we shall see no more, but a thousand 
shall follow him afar off. 
Careless of money 
for himself, he possessed a rare faculty of In­ 
ducing others to give it to assist his plans. 
He is gone forever. 
Rest to bis noble soul 
and peaceful sleep to his worn and weary 
body I 
Surely the earth, which he loved to 
study and so many of whose secret* he held, 
shall take him to her arms as a mother olasps 
hor child in the silence of the night.

Kingston, Tuesday Morning, Dec. 16. 


It ia gratifying to learn that tbe repeal of 
the bankrupt law will be immediate. Public 
opinion is almost unanimous that it has not 
only failed to eflect the object for which it was 
passed, bat h&s wasted the estates of bank­ 
rupts, while it has done creditors but little 
good, the only classes benefitted being the 
lawyers. They get fat fees, but it takes the 
very marrow of estates to feed them. The 
quicker the present abortion passes ofl the 
statute-book the better, but a good bankrupt 
law would bo welcome. 
General Hawley’s opinion of war in the ab­ 
stract is worth recalling to the general reader. 
He was too good a soldier and his bravery too 
distinctly recognised to render him liable to 
the least suspicion of cowardice, and when he 
tells us of the enormity and horror of war and 
his own reluctance to let the country enter 
upon it, we may he quite sure it is a calm 
judgment founded upon a thoughtful experi­ 
ence. It quite easy for Hepworth or Talmage 
or Cox to hurl a challenge across to Spain in 
a bombshell, but a soldier like Hawley, who 
won his spurs on many a well-iought field, 
finds It a bard task. 
Yesterday wa3 certainly a fragment broken 
from the Summer of St. Martin. 
Tbe sun 
shed down a genial warmth upon our shiver­ 
ing shoulders, and the snow-banks “ broke” 
just as naturally as though they too had been 
somehow “ secured by pledge of public 
stocks.” The broad and ever-beautiful Hud­ 
son shimmered in tbe light, free from ice and 
ail floating frost-work, as in mild September. 
Children who had been housed for weeks by 
the cold and rain ran out of doors to play as 
though they believed in the short-lived decep­ 
tion. But the weather-wise old fellows who 
never enjoy a fine day if they can help it 
scowled and said we should have a “ spell of 
weather soon.” And more than likely they 
are right; the world is sure to go wrong, the 
wind is sure to blow cold, somebody 13 sure to 
get hurt or to die, the baby is certain to catch 
the measles, and winter and dreariness arc in 
the common lot. So Gradgrind and liis set 
are generally true prophets. 
But who loves 
them any the better for it? 
We don't hear very often from any of the 
Cabinet except Secretaries Fish, Belknap, 
Cresswell and Richardson, and of the latter 
we could hear less without being plunged into 
hopeless melancholy. But of the others almost 
everybody, except perhaps the editors and 
compilers or cyclopaedias, are profoundly igno­ 
rant, so much so that we doubt if a dozen men 
in this city could tell the names of them all if 
they had to go without their dinner for missing 
the lesson. And yet there is work for these 
gentlemeD, pressing work too. Let the Presi­ 
dent drop into the cobwebbed office of the 
Secretary oí the Interior, and gently rousing 
him set him to followlug the example of the 
British Minister for Home Affairs. This gen­ 
tleman reads the newspapers, and finding a 
great many railroad accidents recorded in 
them he writes to their managers that in his 
opinion many, if not most, of them are un­ 
necessary and some of them the result of crim­ 
inal negligence. Could not our Secretary 
spend a little of his leisure time in thus awak­ 
ening the railroad men to a sense of their own 
carelessness and culpability? Railroad travel 
has come to be more and more a necessity of 
our life, but how much a matter of chance it is 
getting to be whether we reach the end of our 
journey alive or not! 


A Sensible Committee. 
A Washington dispatch informs us that the 
Committee on Ways and Means are opposed 
to increasing the revenue as asked by Secre­ 
tary Rithardsou. Forty-two millions is a very 
considerable sum, and one can well pardon a 
committeeman with responsibility, or even a 
elmple congressman, from hesitating to levy 
the tax necessary to answer the Secretary’s 
requisition. Instead ofcfavoiing a tax it is 
laid the Committee propose the most rigid 
economy in every direction of governmental 
expenditure. That is good. 
There is no 
reason why because 1873 has fallen behind 
that 1874 should do likewise, aud a proper re- 
viiion of the outgoes will do as much and per­ 
haps more for making both ends meet as 
«training to swell the income. 
But we must confess that our faith in this 
Congress meeting the^demaudof the Commit­ 
tee in its full spirit is not of the strongest.— 
When Tom Scott confidently asserts he has 141 
congressmen already committed to his grand 
scheme of inilalion, which after all is only fun­ 
damental to a grand series of raids upon the 
treasury in one shape or another, we may be 
permitted the opluion that the chances are 
decidedly against economy. It is gratifying 
to learn that the Committee has a sufficient 
sense of the situation to recommend retrench­ 
ment, jbut we fear after all that the alternative 
ol a refusal to more heavily tax is a bankrupt 
treasury. 
Tbe DeatU of Agassiz. 
Many hours before these words shall meet 
the eyes of our readers the demise of the em­ 
inent naturalist will be known and lamented 
throughout the area of civilization. We shall 
not be accused of falling carelessly into the 
accustomed eulogistic vein in which it is the 
fashion to speak of remarkable men, as one 
by one they leave the shores of time, when we 
say that the world loses in him a rare combi­ 
nation of two excellent things; namely, a 
great scientist and a good man. Perhaps it 
is too early yet to determine bi3 precise place 
among naturalists; but even if it were not, 
our hearts are too completely saddened at his 
leaving us to care much for professional com­ 
parisons and contrasts. There can be no 
question that, although as a student and dis­ 
coverer he may not stand upon a height abso­ 
lutely alone, the companions oí his exaltation 
are few indeed. We have no time in this hur­ 
ried article properly to mention those special­ 
ties in the investigation aud development of 
which he won particular and enduring distin­ 
ction. If, however,there is ono departmentof 
Prof. Agassiz’s varied labors which, more than 
the others, depended for its very existence 
upon his researches, it ia the youug science 
of fossil Ichthyology. With the keenest of eyes 
for the connections and sequences of anatom­ 
ical structure he picked up ihe few bleached 
bones which remained, scattered here and 
there, 
of extinct genera and species 
of fish, 
and 
gave 
us 
with 
ready 
pencil the outline of what the creatures 
must have been hundreds and perhaps thou­ 
sands of years before. Agassiz was a scien­ 
tific prophet of the past; he spoke of what was 
over, and what might have been, with the 
assurance of one whose educated fancy had 
been admitted to the Creator’s secret halls and 
beheld the infinite workman at his task. A 
man so original and bo thorough must, of 
course, meet opposition barbed with jealous 
dislike. For instance, when he began to un­ 
fold. bis glacial theory and to assert that in 
the geologic eras vast Ice-sheets overspread 
all the continents of the earth, and that they 
left their abiding signature on the rocks of the 
tropics as well as those of Greenland, men of 
Science declared Agassiz to be mad with mis­ 
directed erudition. He worked away t quietly 
and bore contumely .bravely like the good 
spirit he was. As yean went by and proof 
after proof of the correctness of his fundamen­ 
tal presumption came forward, his professional 
enemies wavered and finally conceded the 
point; and thus the derided hypothesis of 
neariy forty years ago is the accepted solu­ 
tion to-day of the phenomena to which it re­ 
lates, As a student of nature Agassiz receiv­ 
ed the thankful and complimentary recogni­ 
tion of tbe learned men and societies of all na­ 
tions. Honors were showered upon him from 
tbe solid scientific institutions of all lands; 


and had be chosen to parade his decorations 
on the iappela of his coat he might have glit­ 
tered like the Persian Shah. But the very re­ 
verse of this was bis essential nature. No 
man more intensely disliked show and all 
sorts of profitless talk. 
While he was 
heartily social, ho never desired to bo 
conspicuous. 
He would “beam” upon 
a company with his pleasant, friendly 
smile, but would protest with perfect honesty 
and emphasis against belug betrayed into a 
speech. Agassiz was a man of one work— 
natural science; and of one book—external 
nature. The friend of Cuvier aDd Humboldt, 
like them he despised mere “ authorities,” and 
declined to pin his faith to text-books. Of his 
relation to the great controversy concerning 
the descent of man, and of his argument ver­ 
sus Darwin, we cannot now speak. Every­ 
thing in that great debate awaits the decision 
of new facts and further thought. Suffice it 
that Agassiz was as profoundly reverent as he 
was fearless of a right deduction. He had 
faith in the congruity of the Worker and the 
Word. 
No other man ha3 done as much to Inspire 
young America with a tendency towards sci­ 
entific aims and methods as he whose manly 
face we shall see no more, but a thousand 
shall follow him afar off. Careless of money 
for himself, he possessed a rare faculty of in­ 
ducing others to give it to assist I1I3 plans. 
He is gone forever. Rest to his noble soul 
and peaceful sleep to his worn and weary 
body! Surely the earth, which lie loved to 
study and so many of whose secret3 he held, 
shall take him to her arms as a mother olasps 
her child in the silence of the night.

CUBAN AFFAIRS. 
Perfect Qniet at H avana. 
H avana, Dec. 15.—The city is perfectly 
quiet. Details from volunteer battailous pa­ 
trolled the streets last night. No later news 
in regard to the Virginiii3. A number of 
prominent and wealthy slave-owuers met yes­ 
terday to discuss the question of abolition. 
The meeting adjourned without definite ac­ 
tion. The Diario strongly condemns the riot­ 
ous demonstration of Friday night and wants 
to know who instigated the movement. All 
those who took part in it really aided the re­ 
bellion. The Captain General should proceed 
with vigor against the disturbers of the peace 
and if necessary declare martial law through­ 
out the island. 
The Voz de Cuba reports that several rioters 
have been arrested and recommends that those 
proved guilty be treated with the utmost 
severity. 
It attributes the trouble to ttie 
machinations of the laborantes and declares 
that the government should put a stop to their 
intrigues. 
THE FRANKLIN COMMISSIONED. 
B oston, Dec. 15.—The United States steam­ 
ship Franklin was placed in commission this 
afternoon. The Franklin will doubtless be 
the flag-ship of the Cuban squadron, of w hich 
Admiral Porter will probably have command. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Proposed Increase of Taxation. 
N ew Y ork, Dec. 15.— A Washington dis­ 
patch says the Ways and Means Committee 
have called upon Secretary Richardson for a 
statement of his reasons in writing for asking 
an increase of taxation and for the specific 
proposition which he presented. The Secre­ 
tary states that many of his reasons are found 
in his annual report. The condition of the 
Treasury lias not improved sinco the report 
was made, and about $18,000,000 of legal ten­ 
der reserve lias been issued. The reasons 
why a tax should be levied on tho articles 
suggested by the Secretary are that collection 
would be easy and return immediate. The 
Secretary has made his representations to 
Congress at this early day in the hope that 
inmediato action may be taken to prevent 
further excess of expenditures over receipts. 
PROBABLE ACTION OF CONGRESS. 
The increase of the public debt this month 
will be about $12,000,000. The sentiment of 
Congress seems generally ia favor of a resto­ 
ration of tbe duties on tea and coffee, and 
possibly if the bill which will be offered for 
that purpose could be voted on without delay 
it would bo passed during the present week. 
As it is there is some uncertainty whether the 
opposition will be strong enough to force de­ 
lay. With respect to the increased tax 011 
whiskey there is more diversity of opinion. 
When the bill comes up there will be a propo­ 
sition to raise the tax to one dollar per gallon. 
It is thought by many that under, the Inter­ 
nal Revenue machinery now established, one 
dollar per gallon can be as easily collected as 
seventy cents, and if no more frauds were suc­ 
cessfully carried out with that tax than suc­ 
ceeded under the present law, the increased 
revenue would bo very great. There will also 
be a great deal of opposition to any iucrease 
whatever, on tho ground tnat the tax now is 
as high as can be successfully collected, and 
also because of the feeling that prevails against 
affording an opportunity for speculation with 
the stock now on hand. 
SECRETARY RICHARDSON’S VIEWS. 
Secretary Richardson, in a letter to Repre­ 
sentative Dawes, reiterates his previously ex­ 
pressed views, 1 hat it is better to obtain nec­ 
essary money by taxation than by increase of 
the national debt by loan. 
He says he se­ 
lected tea and coffee because the public would 
feel the tariff 011 these articles less than ou 
any others, and as to articles of taxation per­ 
taining to the Internal Revenue Bureau, the 
money will be covered and be collected with­ 
out additional expense to the government. 
The Secretary to-day, after necessary examin­ 
ation, ascertained that the public debt has in­ 
creased, since the 1st inst., $5,000,000. 
JUDGE KELLY’S PROPOSITION. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—The following reso­ 
lution was formally submitted to the Ways and 
Means Committee this morning by Judge Kel­ 
ly of Pennsylvania, with the statement that he 
iutends to oiler in tho House under a motion 
for a suspension of the rules. No vote of the 
committee was, however, asked or taken on 
it or any similar proposition: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this House 
that the tUxes which now borden the people 
should not be increased, but that extraordina­ 
ry means, if any be required, for the support 
of the government during the temporary pa- 
alysis of tbe industries of the country now 
prevailing should be obtained on a temporary 
loan on bonds bearing a low rate of interest 
in currency aud redeemable in United States 
notes. 
DECISION AGAINST THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
The Supreme Court to-day, on appeal of the 
Union Pacific Railroad against tbe county of­ 
ficers of Nebraska, decided that the state aud 
county authorities have a right to tax the 
property of said road and the right cannot be 
alienated from them by federal legislation. 
The same decision covers appeals against the 
Centra! Pacific Company in California. 
POSTAL EMBEZZLEMENT. 
John A. Mitcbuer, in charge of the Dead 
Letter Office, was arrested to-day on a charge 
of abstracting money from letters. 
He was 
held to bail in $5,000 for a further hearing. 
WILLIAMS STILL HANGING FIRE. 
The Senate was in executive session several 
hours this afternoon on the nomination of 
Williams to be Chief Justice and adjourned 
without confirming it. Some doubts are ex­ 
pressed by several Senators as to.a favorable 
result, while others are reluctant to express 
opinions on the subject. 
THE GREAT TEA PARTY. 
A Large Gathering at Faneuil H all. 
Boston, Dec. 15.—The New England Wo­ 
men’s Tea Party celebrated the one hundredth 
anniversary of throwing tea in Boston Harbor 
this afternoon in Faneuil Hall. About 5,000 
persons were present.

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—-Billa wero intro­ 
duced os follows: 
By Mr. WEST, to provide for the construc­ 
tion of Fort St. Philip Canal and its mainte­ 
nance as a national public highway. It is the 
bill recommended by the New Orleans Cham­ 
ber of Commerce to the United States Senate 
Committee on Transportation, providing that 
a ship canai shall be constructed and main­ 
tained by the United States to connect the 
Mississippi River near Fort St. Philip with 
Breton Island Pass in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Referred to the Committee on Transportation 
Routes. 
By Mr. CLAYTON, to repeal the tax of ten 
per cent, on the circulation of bank notes, to 
take effect January 1st, 1874. Referred to tbe 
Committee on Finance. 
By Mr. SARGENT, a bill amendatory to the 
act of June 1st, 1872, to further the adminis­ 
tration of justice, relating to rules of practice, 
appeals, Ac., and providing that no person 
shall be disqualified to sit on any Grand or 
Petit Jury by reason of having iormed or ex­ 
pressed an opinion founded upon public rumor 
or newspaper statements, provided he be oth­ 
erwise competent, the Court to be satisfied 
that he will act impartially. Referred to Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary. 
By Mr. MITCHELL, a bill exempting offi­ 
cers confirmed March 3, 1869, for brevet ap­ 
pointments from the operation of the second 
section of the act of March 1, 1869. Referred 
to the Commute on Military Affairs. 
Mr. LOGAN of Illinois presented a petition 
of citizens of the United States protesting 
against the system of polygamy in Utah and 
praying that such laws be passed as will bring 
about a free civil government in that territory 
and bring it into harmony with the federal 
Union. Referred to the Committee 011 Military 
Affairs. 
v 
Mr. SCOTT presented a petition signed by 
8,000 citizens residing in thirty-one states rep­ 
resenting druggists and chemists, praying for 
the abolition of the internal revenue law as it 
relates to stamp tax ou medicines. 
Mr. MORTON’S resolution was discussed 
until the expiration of the morning hour with­ 
out action, when Mr. SHERMAN objected to 
further debate and called up the resolution re­ 
ported by him from the Finance Committee 
on Wednesday in regard to the present mone­ 
tary derangement. 
Mr. ANTHONY of Rhode Island introduced 
a resolution directing the Committee on 
Printing to inquire what changes are neces­ 
sary in printing and distributing public docu­ 
ments. Referred to the Committee on Print­ 
ing.Mr. CONKLING uresentcd a petition signed 
by the colored citizens of New York asking 
for the passage of the civil rights bill. He 
said he knew many of the signers and knew 
them to be respectable citizens. Referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 
lie also presented a petition of Moses Taylor 
and other ship owners touching the Geneva 
award. The petitioners claimed that during 
the rebellion they were engaged in commerce 
on the high seas and vessels belonging to 
them were destroyed by other rebel cruisers 
than the Alabama and those named by the 
Geneva tribunal, and therefore they* were 
entitled to a part of that award. Referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. SHERMAN, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported back the House bill to pro­ 
vide for the redemption or tho loan of 1858 
and it was passed with several unimportant 
amendments. 
The resolution reported by Mr. SHERMAN 
from the Finance Committee on Wednesday- 
last was then taken up. 
Mr. FERRY of Michigan offered as a sub­ 
stitute the resolution recently introduced by 
him directing the Finance Committee to re­ 
port such measures as would establish free 
banking, iucrease the volume of currency 
$ 100,000,000 and make the whole currency a 
government issue. 
The views of the minority, as reportod in- 
Mr. Bayard on Wednesday, were read. 
Mr. PRATT of Indiana addressed the Sen­ 
ate. lie didn’t see how it was practicable to 
resume specie paymerts and favored an elas­ 
tic currency. 
Mr. MORTON said he would like to be heard 
ou this subject, hut was not prepared to speak 
now; therefore he asked that the resolution 
should go over until to-morrow. 
Mr. SHERMAN had no doubt that the Com­ 
mittee 011 Finance was prepared to carry into 
execution the will of the Senate, but he tlio’t 
it a difficult proposition to name a day when 
specie payments should bo resumed. 
The resolution was laid over. 
The bill to authorize the organization of 
national banks without circulation was taken 
up. 
Mr. BAYARD of Delaware opposed it. He 
regarded it a3 opening ail opportunity for ir­ 
responsible parties to avail themselves of the 
prestiga conferred by the designation of na­ 
tional banks and impose upon depositors. 
Every petty note shaver under such a bill 
could convert his shop into a national bank. 
Mr. MORTON favored the bill. During tho 
late panic, he said, there were but few failures 
among the national banks, most of the fail­ 
ures being confined to private banking houses. 
He had been told that now there were private 
banking houses in New York which were do­ 
ing a large business ou the money of deposi­ 
tors without a dollar of their own being in­ 
vested. As national banks they would be 
open to the inspection of government officers, 
but as private institutions no one but them­ 
selves knew how they were conducted. 
Mr. MERR1MAN of North Carolina hoped 
the bill would not pass, lie favored the ex­ 
action of increased securities from national 
banks. If this were done it would serve to 
strengthen public confidence in them. 
Without taking a vote the Senate at 2.50 
P. M. went into executive session. At 4.15 
P. M. the door3 were re-opeucd and the Sen­ 
ate adjourned till to-morrow.

By Mr. HOLMAN of Indiana, to substitute 
national currency for national bank currency;

By Mr. McDILL of Iowa, to cover into the 
Treasury the proceeds of captured and aban­ 
doned property. 
By Mr. CONGER of Michigan, for ihe free 
delivery of newspaper exebauges within the 
county of publication. 
By Mr. WALDRON of Michigan, repealiug 
legislation for the reprinting of national 
hank note circulation. 
By Mr. FIELD of Michigan, for the issue of 
3 65-100 per cent, bonds and their inter- 
changeability with legal tender notes. 
By Mr. LONGBR1DGE of Iowa, to impose 
a tax on incomes of $3,000; also to regulate 
commerce between states and to regulate 
reasonable rates of railroad charges for 
freight. 
By Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, requir­ 
ing marshals and clerks of the United States 
District and Circuit Courts to deposit in the 
Treasury surplus fees received by them. 
By Mr. FOSTER of Ohio, by request, to 
facilitate commerce between , states and to 
diminish expenses thereof. 
The total number of bills introduced to-day 
was over three hundred. 
Mr. MYERS of Pennsylvania presented a 
memorial of over three thousand druggists 
and chemists from two hundred and seventy- 
five cities and towns and from all the states 
and territories asking for tho repeal of the 
stamp tax ou medicinal preparations or a 
modification of the law so as to confine the 
tax to patent or proprietory medicines. Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Ways aud Means. 
Mr. E. R. HOAR of Massachusetts offered a 
resolution instructing the Judiciary Committee 
to investigate tbe conduct of Judge Busiccd of 
Alabama and report if legislation in the pre­ 
mises is required. Adopted. 
Mr. TREMAIN of New York, from the 
Committee on Judiciary, reported a bill to 
repeal the bankruptcy law aud moved to sus­ 
pend the rules so as to bring the Hill before 
the House. The bill was read. The first sec­ 
tion repeals the bankruptcy law aud all its 
amendments. The second provides that where 
there are bankruptcy proceedings pending a 
majority in value of its creditors whose claims 
have been proven or are provable can determine 
in what manner and on what terms and con­ 
ditions the estate of the bankrupt shall be 
admiuistered and each resolution shall be im­ 


mediately confirmed by court. Further sec­ 
tions arrange the details. After various prop­ 
ositions and suggestions the motion was mod­ 
ified so as to make the bill a special order for 
to-morrow, to devote two hours to its discus­ 
sion and then to baye a vote taken without 
dilatory motions. So ordered. 
Mr. DAWES of Massachusetts called the at­ 
tention of the House to the recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Treasury for an in­ 
crease of taxation to tho amount of $40,000,- 
000 and said tbe Committee of Ways and 
Means had Instructed him to offer the follow­ 
ing resolution: 
Whereas, The Secretary of the Treasury 
has recommended in an official letter te the 
Committee of Ways and Means an increase in 
certain customs, duties and internal taxation, 
therefore be it 
Resolved, That the heads of the several de­ 
partments be instructed to revise their esti­ 
mates of expenditures for the next fiscal year, 
with the view,in the changed condition of tho 
country, to a reduction thereon and 10 report 
the same to this House, to the end that all 
possible efforts at reduction be exhausted be­ 
fore new burdens be imposed ou the people. 
He said it had come to the knowledge of the 
Committee of Ways and Meun3 since it had 
instructed him to report that resolution that 
the Committee on A ppropriations had been 
considering the same matter. The two com­ 
mittees had come to an agreem ent on a reso­ 
lution, which tbe Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee 011 Appropriations would offer and he yield­ 
ed to him for that purpose. 
Mr. GARFIELD of Ohio then, from the 
Committee on Appropriations, offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution: 
W hereas, It appears that since the esti­ 
mates of appropriations required for the ser­ 
vice of the government for tho fiscal year end­ 
ing June 3UL1), 1875, which have been laid be­ 
fore the House, were made by the several de­ 
partments of the government the country has 
entered on a period of great financial embar­ 
rassments, accompanied by shrinkage in val­ 
ues and heavy falliug-offin revenue; and. 
W hereas, In the judgment of the House the 
foregoing facts make it the duty of Congress 
to reduce expenditures to the lowest point 
consistent with the necessities of the govern­ 
ment; and, 
W hereas, The Secretary of the Treasury 
has recommended in au official letter to tho 
Committee of Ways aud Means on increase 
in certain duties and internal taxations; there­ 
fore be it 
Resolved, That the President be requested 
to cause a revision of said estimates to be 
made by the several executive departments 
and cause a report to be made to the House, 
if possible, a3 early as the 5th of January 
next, setting forth in detail what public ex­ 
penditures for the current fiscal year and what 
estimates for the next fiscal year can be re­ 
duced aud the amount of such reduction with­ 
out serious detriment to public service. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts asked Gar­ 
field how much lie believed the estimates could 
be reduced. 
Mr. GARFIELD said It was impossible to 
say, but cited appropriations amounting to 
$4,000,000 for public buddings not yet beguu 
which might be covered back into the Treas­ 
ury; also that the estimates for the coining 
year were $15,000,000 in excess of the appro­ 
priations for the current year. 
Mr. DAWES thought it would be impossible 
to cut down the estimates to within the limits 
required, but au effort in this direction 
was incumbent upon every branch of public 
service. If iu the eud Congress was obliged 
to fall back upon taxation after it iiad shown 
to thecouutry its disposition to cut off every 
redundant expenditure aud to reduce every 
salary possible under its jurisdiction it could 
then address itself to the work of increasing 
taxation, if need be, in order to maintain the 
credit of the country abroad and the demands 
for current expenses at home. 
Mr. COX said that there was the greatest ap­ 
prehension in Hie country as to this matter of 
renewing taxation. He thought it was due 
the people, to merchants and traders, that 
there should be some definite statement by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means a; to the articles to bo taxed and if 
possible as to the rate of taxation,and whether 
it was the intention of the governmeet to en­ 
large the volume of currency, so as if possible 
to avoid the shrinkage of values referred to. 
Mr. DAWES said it had seemed to both 
these committees that it was incumbent upon 
them first, although urged to take up and 
pass before the holidays a bill to raise $42,- 
000,000 by increased taxation, to ask 
Congress to make this appeal to the heads of 
departments ¡11 order to sec when Congress 
returned after the holidays“whether it was 
then possible to refrain from this extreme 
measure. 
Mr. BUTLER thought if any of the articles 
proposed were to be taxed more heavily it 
should be done at once; otherwise such a stock 
of w hiskey would bo accumulated ¡11 the mean­ 
time and all the tobacco be forced into con­ 
sumption or into such hands that it could not 
be taxed, and hence 110 increased revenue 
would result. 
Mr. COX suggested that during the holidays 
the Ways and Means Committee consider a re­ 
duction of the tariff 011 various articles, which 
wc ail know would enhance the revenue. 
A voice—How do you know that? 
Mr. COX—I know it: for I have cyphered 
it over and over. 
The discussion continued at length. At the 
close the question was taken on Garfield’s reso­ 
lution and it was adopted. 
Mr. DAWES then submitted a resolution for 
adjournment over the holidays from Tuesday 
the 23d of December, till Monday, the 5th of 
January. 
Mr. SCOFIELD of Pennsylvania moved to 
amend by making it extend from Friday, the 
19th of December, tiff Tuesday, the 6th of 
January. 
Mr. SCOFIELD’S amendment was agreed to 
by 145 yeas to 114 nays, and the resolution 
as amended was adopted. 
Mr. KELLY of Pennsylvania asked leave to 
offer his resolution announced in the Com 
mittee ol Ways and Means to-day and moved 
to suspend the rules aud adopt it. 
Mr. WHEELER of New York moved that 
the House adjourn. 
The motion, which was regarded somewhat 
in the light of a test vote on Kelly’s resolu­ 
tion, was agreed to—yeas 119, nays 114. The 
House therefore at 10 minutes before 5 o'clock 
adjourned.

Rev. II. A. B ra s s , D. D .:— You presume 
correctly that “ Rev. Mr. Cooper" is a Baptist 
aud a very charitable man. 
The latter is a 
grace not uncommon in close communion 
Baptiste. 
But it U m r aim also to exercise 
ihe virluo of im partiality in my Judgment re­ 
s is tin g fuels. 
If I fail to soek for the truth, 
if I fail either in omitting or perverting evi­ 
dence to set forth facta in their tru* light, I 
deserve 
condemnation. 
Your 
language 
strongly implies the want of veracity on my 
part. 
I fancy tl.e temptation lo play the rhet­ 
orical role of Mark Antony was too strong for 
you to resist; if you enjoyed it I assure you 
it did me uo harm. 
But if you meant what 
the language implies, I throw my mantle of 
charity over you, excusing you on the ground 
that it is probably the first instance in your 
priesthood anyone utterance of yours has been 
questioned by a person not a priest. 
I am glad to learn from you that “ every 
Catholic o!d lady in Rondout" is permitted lo 
read the Bible and to interpret Its meaning for 
herself. 
But a permission is not the same 
thing as the right to exercise private judg­ 
ment. 
The right ot p it rate judgment is de­ 
nied by your church. 
The Council of Trent 
is authority. 
In its fourth session, held April 
8, 1646, it declared the authenticity of the 
Vulgate—forbade all private interpretation 
o f it, aud ordered that no copies be printed or 
circulated without authority, under penally of 
fine or anathema. But this denial of the right 
is qualified by the fourth of ten rules which the 
same council enacted for the guidance of the 
Congregation of the Index, the committee to 
whom is entrusted the examination of power­ 
ful books published throughout the world. 
These rules were approved by Pope Pius IV. in 
a bull issued on the 24th of March, 1564. Here 
is the translation of Rule Alb: 
*• Iuastuneh ss It Is manifest truui exiwrleuce 
‘.Sat lf (be Holy Bible translated into Hie vulgar 
tongue (or the language of the people) be InUlacrtm- 
luatelr allowed lo every one, the temerity of men 
will cause more evil than good to arise from it, it Is 
on this point referred to the Judgment of the bish. 
ops or Inquisitor*, who may, by the advice of the 
priest sr con tensor, permit the reading of the Bible, 
translated into the vulgar tongue t>y Catholic au­ 
thors, lo those persons whose fsitb and piety they 
apprehend will lie augmented and not Injured by| 
lit; sad this permission they must have lo writing 
Hut if any one shall have the presumption to read 
or )>o*fess It without such written iiermlsston, be 
shall not receive absolution until he have first de­ 
livered up such Bible to the ordlaar.v " (the parish 
priest). 
Bat what does even this permission amount to 
iu Hie light of the following dogmatic decree on 
Catholic faith promulgated iu the third ses­ 
sion of the Vatican Council, April 21st, 1870: 
“ That is to be beld as the true sen** of the sa­ 
cred Scripture* which the holy mother church, 
to whom it belongs to judge of the true sense 
and interpretation of the sacred Scriptures, 
has beld and holds; aud therefore that no one 
may interpret the sacred Scriptures contrary 
to this sense or I contrary to the unanimous 
sense of the F a t h e r s Tbs italics arc mine. 
What a happy time “ every Catholic old lady" 
must have in finding out the meaning of the 
Scriptures under this rule. 
Has the Vatican 
Council published an authentic and reliable 
edition of the Fathers? Ila* it reconciled the 
contradictions of the Fathers among them­ 
selves or the self-contradiction of some of the 
Fathers ? 
Were the priests arui laity represented in 
the Vatican Council ? The truth says (are you 
the incarnation of it?), “ there were double as 
many priests as there were bishops who took 
part" in the deliberations. The fathers who took 
part in it were Cardinals, Patriarchs, Arch- 
Bishops, Bishops, Abbots and Superior Gener­ 
als of Orders and Congregations to the number 
of 783, of whom 79 were not of the episcopal 
order. 
The nusiber of bishops was over 460. 
(Appleton's Cyclopaedia, 1870). 
I reaffirm my 
statement concerning the nonreprcsenUlion 
of priests. 
Were the laity of the church, such 
men as O'Conor and Pugh of this country, 
and the Marquis of Bute, the Hon. C. Lindsay, 
and others in England, represented ? 
I did give a Jesuit bead to the Vatican 
body. 
ll was not, however, Pius IX. I meant, 
bot the power behind the throne—the brain 
and spinal marrow of the council. 
But for Hie 
Jesuits that council would not have convened, 
and the Chris'lau world would have been 
savod the acaudal of its work. 
One must shut 
bis eyes to facts who can affirm lu unity. 
The 
strength of the opposition within it was each 
that a papal order prohibited the publication 
of the names of speakers; raauy able men 
were silenced or so restricted that it amounted 
to prohibition. 
Its boasted unity was illus­ 
trated by Rev. Dr. Hall as that of a cemetery 
hedge which is kept to a dead uniformity by 
cutting oil every branch that sticks ap. 
II requires, sir, great courage for me to 
deny that the reformed Catholic movement lo 
Europe bas no relation to the Vatican Council. 
Your sneer of “ Hyacinth#, his woman, baby 
and all” is a great strain upon my charity, bat 
I can forbear the bitter retort in the knowledge 
that In Switzerland the Catholic population 
are dividing “ parish by parish” against the 
faith of the Vatican Connell, and that In 


Geneva “ the married priest stands at the 
a lta r; the mass is said and sung in the lan­ 
guage of the people, and Auricular confession 
is abolished except ss it remains the voluntary 
act of the penitent." 
You charge me with forgetfulness of and 
indifference to the persecution of Catholics. 
I deplore the crimes that in the name of re­ 
ligion have been committed by Catholics nod 
Protestants; 
but who began them? 
who 
goaded Protestants 
to 
armed 
resistance 
against papal authority ? The fable of the 
wolf and the lamb is applicable bere. 
Your 
allusions to historical characters are faulty: 
Louis XIV. tras a bad Catholic King, yet his 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes “ the Pope 
bailed as a triumph of the faith with a I e 
Deum and a public illumination of three 
days;" Philip rf. of Spain was a wicked ruler, 
vet he received the Pope’s benediction before 
he died, and hi# dying words were. “ I die like 
a good Catholic, in faith and obedience to the 
holy Roman C h u r c h the Duke of Alva was 
a tyrant,but in the midst of the terrible crimea 
which ware being corfmilued under his juris­ 
diction against Ana-Baptists and others he 
received from the Pope a present "o f a jew­ 
elled hat and sword,” with an autograph letter 
"indicating that the Heavenly crown was 
ready for all Princes who support the holy 
church and the Roman Catholic faith.” 
I ara not to be diverted from tho real issue 
by your challenge. 
“Never follow a crooked 
path when a straight one is before you ” I# a 
wise proverb. 
You charged the Evangelical 
Alliance with ignorance of Catholic doctrines, 
and accounted for this ignorance in 
the 
exclusion, as a rule, of Catholic works from 
Protestant colleges. 
They were afraid of 
Catholic logic. 
I owl the charge by the testi­ 
mony of librarians Unit at Newton Seminary 
the ablest works of Catholics—their thousand 
works—were found in large numbers— that in 
Rochester Seminary arc two or three standard 
volumes of such works, and also in Union 
Seminary, under the shadow of Washington 
Heights, are several thousand volumes of 
Roman 
Catholic 
theology. 
You 
desire 
amusement; my desire is instruction. 
I will 
welcome any light which you may Impart, 
but the “crackling of thorns” I leave to others. 
I almoat regret for your sake that the Alli­ 
ance was not a failure. 
Your elaborate criti­ 
cism of its doings-th e charges you bring 
against Its members of “ignorance" and 
“traitorous professions"—the spirit of your 
reply to the sermon—all show concern aud 
mortification at its success. 
It was truly a 
grand success—one of the sublimest exbibi- 
tions of the unity of Christian men in the 
truth—of unity iii the midst of diversities—of 
unity glowing with spiritual life—the world bas 
witnessed for centuries. 
It was and is pro­ 
phetic. 
Like th* beautiful tiow that, blending 
many colors into on**, rests on the receding 
tempest clouds and glorifies the earth with 
the brightness of it* promise, the Alliance 
presages peace to man.

Before the day of 
trial defendant must pay $12 costs. 
The next case called was that of Henry 
Dates vs. George Burgher. 
The attorneys are 
Wm, Lounsbery for plaintiff and F. L. West­ 
brook for defendant. 
The action is one of 
assault and battery, and the facts of the case 
are as follows: Defendant run a grocery store 
on St. James street, in this city, and trusted 
Dates to some $6 worth of groceries. He de­ 
manded pay several times, but of no avail, 
Dates always having some excuse. One night 
while Dates was sitting in the store or saloon 
of one Low he got into a fearful quarrel with 
Burgher. Big words ol blackguardism were 
exchanged, plaintiff calling defendant, among 
other things, a “ government teat sucker.”

Finally plaintiff jumped up aud raised his 
cane. Burgher told him to put down the cabe 
and be would whip him. Dales put down the 
cane, rolled up his 9leeves aud advanced left 
foot forward in the most approved pugilistic 
fashion.

T h e < a u k ill R o b b e r y —An Im p o r ta n t 
A rrest in N e w Y o rk . 
Charles Hobbs was on Saturday arrested in 
New York by Detectives Elder, Field3 and 
King, ot the Central office, charged with being 
the leader of the gang of thieves who robbed 
the dwelling of Mr. Abraham Post, a rich 
farmer of Ernbogeht, a village about three 
miles from Catsklll, on the Hudson. It will be 
remembered by the readers of tho Eagle that 
on tho evening of Friday, the 17th of October, 
while Mr. Post and his family were eatiDg sup­ 
per six men entered the house and represent­ 
ing themselves a3 government detectives, ssid 
they had come to search the house for coun­ 
terfeit money. Mr. Post asked the intruders 
for their warrant, whereupon the ruffians 
drew revolvers nnd compelled him and the 
members of his family, six in number, to retire 
to an upper room, threatening them with in­ 
stant death if they resisted or made any alarm. 
Arrived in the bedroom the ruffians handcufled 
Mr. Post, and producing cords, which they 
had evidently brought for tho purpose, bound 
him and his family to the bedstead. 
Two 
of the ruffians remained to guard the family 
while tho others ransacked the premises iu 
search of valuables. 
They secured $225 in 
greenbacks, $90 in gold, two Greene county 
bonds of $500 each, a number of chocks, a 
dozen silver spoons and a gold thimble, with 
which they decamped, leaving the inmates of 
the house bound and helpless. In this condi­ 
tion they were found some hours after the ruf­ 
fians had left by a neighbor who called in on 
a visit. Since that timo the most strenuous 
efforts have been made by the authorities of 
Catskill to find out the perpetrators of the out­ 
rage and robbery, but without avail, and the 
police authorities of New York city were then 
applied to for assistance. Captain Irving, of 
the Detective Office, detailed the detectives 
named above, who, from information obtained 
by them, arrested Hobbs. He was identified 
by Mr. Post and several members of his fam­ 
ily as the leader of the gang of ruffians, and 
was delivered to Charles W. Davis, Justice of 
the Peace of Greene county, who took him to 
Catskill for examination. None of bis com­ 
panions have been arrested.—Poughkeepsie 
Eagle.

On Sunday night there was another act of 
ruffianism perpetrated by a gang of young 
roughs who, it seems, are led by Tom Brady, 
Frank McGee, and Mike Leary. They smashed 
the windows of a man named Bartlett, who 
keeps a drinking-place at Kingston Point, 
aud then smashed the globes of three street 
lamps.

Rev. IJ. A. Brann, D. D.:—You presume 
correctly that “Rev. Mr. Cooper” is a Baptist 
aud a very charitable man. 
The latter is a 
grace not uncommon in close communion 
Baptists. But it is my aim also to exercise 
the virtue of impartiality in my judgment re­ 
specting facts. 
If I fail to soek for the truth, 
if I fail either in omitting or perverting evi­ 
dence to set forth facts in their true light, I 
deserve 
condemnation. 
Your 
language 
etrongly implies the want of veracity on mjr 
part. I fancy ti e temptation to play the rhet­ 
orical role of Mark Antony was too strong for 
you to resist; if you enjoyed it I assure you 
it did me no harm. 
But if you meant what 
the language implies, I throw my mantle of 
charity over you, excusing you on the ground 
that it is probably the first instance in yonr 
priesthood anyone utterance of yours has been 
questioned by a person not a priest. 
I am glad to learn from you that “ every 
Catholic o'.d lady in Rondout ” is permitUd to 
read the Bible and to interpret its meauing for 
herself. 
But a permission is not the same 
thing as the right to exercise private judg­ 
ment. The right of private judgment is de­ 
nied by your church. 
The Council of Trent 
is authority. 
In its fourth session, held April 
8, 1546, it declared the authenticity of tbe 
Vulgate—forbade all private interpretation 
of it, and ordered that no copies be printed or 
circulated without authority, under penalty of 
fine or anathema. But this denial of the right 
is qualified by the fourth of ten rules which the 
same council enacted for the guidance of the 
Congregation of the Index, the committee to 
whom is entrusted the examination of power­ 
ful book* published throughout the world. 
These rules were approved by Pope Pius IV.iu 
a bull issued on the 24th of March, 1564. Here 
is the translation of Rule 4th: 
Inasmuch as it is manliest from experience 
t if the Iloly Bible transía 
- • • 
tongue (or the language of the 
that if the Holy Bible translated into the vulgar 
language of the people) be Indiscrim­ 
inately allowed to every one, the temerity of rneu 
will cause more evil than good to arise from it, it is 
on this point referred to the Judgment of the bish­ 
ops or inquisitors, who may. by the advice of the 
priest or confessor,permit the reading of the Bible, 
translated into the vulgar tongue by Catholic au­ 
thors, to those persons whose faith and piety they 
apprehend will be augmented and not injured by 
it; and this permission they must liave in writing. 
Bui if any one shall hare the presumption to read 
or possess it without such written permission, he 
shall not receive absolution until he have first de­ 
livered up such Bible to the ordinary " (the parish 
priest). 
But what does even thispermi»sion amount to 
in the fight of the following dogmatic decree ou 
Catholic faith promulgated iu tbe third ses­ 
sion of the Vatican Council, April 21st, 1870: 
“ That is to be held as the true sense of the sa­ 
cred Scriptures which tho holy mother church, 
to whom it belongs to judge of the true sense 
and interpretation of the sacred Scriptures, 
has held and holds; and therefore that no one 
may interpret the *acred Scriptures contrary 
to this sense or icontrary to the unanimous 
sense of the F a t h e r s The italics ere mine. 
What á happy time “ every Catholic old lady” 
must have in flndiDg out the meaning of the 
Scripture* under this rule. Has the Vatican 
Council published an authentic and reliable 
edition of the Father* ? Has it reconciled the 
contradictions of the Fathers among them­ 
selves or the self-contradiction of some of the 
Fathers ? 
Were the priests and laity represented in 
the Vatican Conncil ? The truth says (are you 
the incarnation of it?), “there were double as 
many priests as there were bishops who took 
part” in the deliberations. The fathers who took 
part in it were Cardinals, Patriarchs, Arch- 
Bishops, Bishops, Abbots and Superior Gener­ 
als of Orders aud Congregations to the number 
of 783, of whom 79 were not of the episcopal 
order. The number of bishops was over 460. 
(Appleton’s Cyclopaedia, 1870). I reaffirm my 
statement concerning the nonrepresentdtion 
of priests. 
Were the laity of the church, such 
men as O’Conor and Pugh of this country, 
and tbe Marqui* Of Bute, the Hon. C. Lindsay, 
and others in England, represented? 
I did give a Jesuit head to the Vatican 
body. It was not, however, Pius IX. I meant, 
but the power behind the throne—the brain 
and spinal marrow of the council. But for the 
Jesuits that council would not have convened, 
and the Christian world would have been 
saved the scaudal of its work. Onemultshut 
his eyes to facts who can affirm its unity. 
The 
strength of the opposition within it was each 
that a papal order prohibited the pnblication 
of the names of speakers; many able men 
were silenced or so restricted that it amounted 
to prohibition. 
Its boasted unity was illus­ 
trated by Rev. Dr. Hall as that of a cemetery 
hedge which is kept to a dead uniformity by 
:uttli 
cutting off every branch that sticks up. 
It requires, sir, great courage for me to 
deny that the reformed Catholic movement in 
Europe bas no relation to the Vatican Conncil. 
Your sneer of “ Hyacinthe, his woman, baby 
and all” is a great strain upon my charity, but 
I can forbear the bitter retort in the knowledge 
that in Switzerland the Catholic population 
are dividing “ parish by parish” against the 
faith of tbe Vatican Conncil, and that in 


Geneva “ the married priest stands at tbe 
altar; the mass is said and sang in the lan­ 
guage of tbe people, and auricular confession 
is abolished oxcept as it remains the voluntary 
act of the penitent.” 
You charge me with forgetfulness of and 
indifference to the persecution of Catholics. 
I deplore the crimes that in the name of re- 
ligfon have been committed by Catholics nnd 
Protestants; 
but who began them? 
who 
goaded Protestants to armed 
resistance 
against papal authority? The fable of the 
wolf and the lamb ia applicable here. 
Your 
allusions io historical characters are faulty: 
Louis XTV. was a bad Catholic King, yet his 
revocation of tbe Edict of Nantes “ the Pope 
hailed as a triumph of the faith with a Te 
Deum and a public illumination of three 
days;1’ Philip rf. of Spain was a wicked ruler, 
{ 
et he received the Pope’s benediction before 
e died, and bis dying words were, “ I die like 
a good Catholic, In faith and obedience to the 
holy Roman C h u r c h t h e Duke of Alva was 
a tyrant, but In the midst of the terrible crimes 
which were beiDg committed under his juris­ 
diction against Ana-Baptists and others he 
received from the Pope a present “ of a jew­ 
elled hat and sword," with an autograph letter 
“ indicating that the Heavenly crown was 
ready for all Princes who support the holy 
church and the Roman Catholic faith.” 
I am not to be diverted from the real issue 
by your challenge. 
“Never follow a crooked 
path when a straight one is before you ” is a 
wise proverb. You charged tbe Evangelical 
Alliance with ignorance of Catholic doctrines, 
and accounted for this ignorance in 
tbe 
exclusion, as a rule, of Catholic works from 
Protestant colleges. 
They were afraid of 
Catholic logic. I met the charge by the testi­ 
mony of librarians that at Newtou Seminary 
tbe ablest works of Catholics—their thousand 
works—were found in large numbers—that In 
Rochester Seminary are two or three standard 
volumes of such works, and also in Union 
Seminary, under the shadow of Washington 
Heights,' are several thousand volumes of 
Roman 
Catholic 
theology. 
You 
desire 
amusement; my desire is fustruction. I will 
welcome any light which you may impart, 
but the “crackling of thorns” I leave to others. 
I almost regret for your sake that the Alli­ 
ance was not a failure. 
Your elaborate criti­ 
cism of its doings—the charges you bring 
against its members of “ignorance" and 
“traitorous professions”—the spirit of your 
reply to the sermon—all show concern aud 
mortification at its success. It wa* truly a 
grand success—one of the sublimest exhibi­ 
tions of the unity of Christian men in the 
truth—of unity in the midst of diversities—of 
unity glowing with spiritual life—the world has 
witnessed for centuries. It was and is pro­ 
phetic. Like tbe beautiful bow that, blending 
many colors into one, rests on the receding 
tempest clouds and glorifies the earth with 
the brightness of its promise, the Alliance 
presages peace to man.

Engineering: 
“The cable between Kurruchee and Gwadur 
(a distance of about 300 miles) suddenly faded 
on the evening of the 4th of October. 
The 
telegraph steamer, Amber Witch, under tho 
command of Captain Bishop, with the elec­ 
trical and engineering staff under Mr. Henry 
Hance, proceeded on the following day to re­ 
pair the damage, which, by tests taken at 
either end, appeared to be 118 miles from Kur- 
rachee. 
The cable was successfully grappled 
within a quarter of a mile of the fault. 
“ The soundings at the fault were very irreg­ 
ular, with overfalls from 30 to 70 fathoms. On 
winding In the cable unnsual resistance was 
experienced, as if it were foul of rocks; but 
after persevering for some time, the body of 
an immense whale, entangled in the cable, 
was brought to the surface, where it was 
found to be firmly secured by two and a half 
turns of the cable Immediately above the tail. 
Sharks and other fish bad partially eaten the 
body, which was rapidly decomposing, the 
jaws falling away on reaching the surface. 
The tail, which measured fully 12 feet across, 
was perfect, and covered with barnacles at 
the extremities. 
“ Apparently the whale was, at the time of 
entanglement, m ing the cable to free himself 
from parasites, such as barnacles, which an­ 
noy whales very much; and the cable hang­ 
ing in a deep loop over a submarine preci­ 
pice, be probably, with a fillip of his tail, 
twisted it round bim, aud then came to an un­ 
timely end.” 
This is, without exception, the most extra­ 
ordinary accident that has happened to any 
submarine cable which has come within oar 
knowledge, although many strange accidents 
have arisen. 
In one case the cable across 
the river Yar, in the Isle of Wight, was bro­ 
ken by a bullock, which, falling overboard, 
got entangled in the cable, finally breaking it. 
—Scientific A m erican.

A W h a l e C a u g h t b y a T e l e g r a p h C a b l e . 
We published some time ago a drawing of 
a portion of the Singapore ocean telegraph 
cable, which had been pierced and injured by 
the lance of a saw fish. 
Wo have here to 
chronicle an accident of a still more extraor­ 
dinary nature, by which the Persian Gulf ca­ 
ble was broken. 
The particulars are given in 
Engineering: 
“The cable between Kurrachee and Gwadur 
(a distance of about 300 miles) suddenly failed 
on the evening of the 4th of October. 
The 
telegraph steamer, Amber Witch, under the 
command of Captain Bishop, with the elec­ 
trical and engineering staff Hnder Mr. Henry 
Manee, proceeded on the following day to re­ 
pair the damage, which, by tests taken at 
either end, appeared to be 118 miles from Kur- 
rachee. The cable was successfully grappled 
within a quarter of a mile of the fault. 
“The soundings at the fault were very irreg­ 
ular, with overfalls from 30 to 70 fathoms. On 
winding In the cable unusual resistance was 
experienced, as if it were foul of rocks; but 
after persevering for some time, the body of 
an Immense whale, entaDgled in the cable, 
was brought to the surface, where it was 
found to be firmly secured by two and a half 
turns of the cable immediately above the tail. 
Sharks and other fish had partially eaten the 
body, which was rapidly decomposing, the 
jaws falling away on reaching the surface. 
The tail, which measured fully 12 feet across, 
was perfect, and covered with barnacles at 
the extremities. 
“Apparently the whale was, at the time of 
entanglement, U3lng the cable to free himself 
from parasites, sach as barnacles, which an­ 
noy whales very much; and the cable bang­ 
ing in a deep loop over a submarine preci­ 
pice, he probably, with a fillip of his tail, 
twisted it round him, and then came to an un 
timely end.” 
This is, without exception, the most extra 
ordinary accident that has happened to any 
submarine cable which has come within our 
knowledge, although many strange accidents 
have arisen. In one case the cable across 
the river Yar, in the Isle of Wight, was bro­ 
ken by a bullock, which, falling overboard, 
got entangled in the cable, finally breaking it. 
—Scientific American.
